7242 Sarah street. 


Miss Effie Barnett ,35 years old, of 
Ellendale, St. Louis county, servant in 
the home of Mrs. E. A. Chenery, Limit 
avenue and Anna street. 
The cause of the blast is a mystery. 
Officials are investigating reports that 
two negroes were seen in the vicinity 
of the powder house just before the 
explosion, but at a late hour no defin­ 
ite clews had been obtained. 
Although Frederick Elliot, superin­ 
tendent for the construction company 
which was building a sewer from the 
River 
des 
Peres to Manchester and 
Lanham avenues, declared the powder 
house contained only 500 pounds of 
the explosive, other 
workmen 
were 
credited with saying it contained al­ 
most 3,500 pounds. 
The force of the 
explosion 
broke 
windows in virtually all houses within 
a mile, 
leveled 
fences, 
sheds 
and 
barns and filled the air with thing 
debris. 
The pow'der house was blowm 
to atoms. 
Full sides of more than a dozen 
houses directly adjacent to the pow­ 
der house were blown in.

W ashington, D. C., Feb. 29.— Even 
the sm allest back yard may be made 
to yield a supply of fresh vegetables 
Tor the family table at but slight ex­ 
pense if two or three crops are suc­ 
cessively grown to keep the area oc­ 
cupied ail the time, according to the 
garden 
specialists 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
People who wrould discharge a clerk 
if he did not work the 
year 
round 
will often cultivate a garden at no 
little trouble and expense and then 
allow the soil to lie idle from the time 
Hie first crop m atures until the end 
>f the season. 
W here a twro or three 
crop system is used 
in 
connection 
with vegetables adapted 
to 
small 
areas, a rpace no larger than 25 by 70 
feet will produce enough fresh vege­ 
tables for 
a 
small 
family. 
Corn, 
melons, cucumbers and potatoes and 
other crops which require 
a 
large 
area, should not be grown in a garden 
»if this size. 
Half an acre properly 
cultivated with a careful crop rota­ 
tion may easily produce $100 worth 
>f various garden crops in a year. 
When to 
Work 
Soil. 
lf the garden w as not broken in the 
fall, it should be plowed in the spring 
as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground. 
Small areas may be worked 
with a spade, pushing the blade into 
is full depth and turning the soil 
0 break up the clods. 
H eavy soils 
-hould never be worked when wet. 
Overzealous gardeners, ready to seize 
the first warm spell as a favorable op­ 
portunity to go out and 
work 
the 
heavy clay soil before it is dry, are 
not 
only w asting their energy, but 
are doing damage to the soil from 
which it wilt take years for it to re- 
over. 
To determ ine 
when 
heavy 
oils are ready for plowing a handful 
of earth should be collected from the 
u rf a ce and the fingers tightly closed 
on it. 
lf the ball of compacted earth 
is dry enough for cultivation, it will 
fall apart wiicn the hand is opened. 
A garden spot near the house :s 
it en more desirable than a plot which 
better tilth, but located at an in­ 
convenient distance. 
A garden which 
s near the house will receive m a n y 
1 spare hour of care from adults and 
children, which would otherw ise ne 
wasted. 
W here there is ample room 
I for the selection of a garden site, the 
lope of the land should be carefully 
considered. 
A gentle slope towards 
the south is m ost desirable for grow- 
,ng early crops, while it is a decided 
advantage to have the plot protected 
on the north and northwest by either 
a hill, a group of buildings, or a board 


fence. 
Drainage of the garden is of grea. 
importance. 
The land should have 
sufficient fall to drain 
off 
surplus 
water during heavy rains 
and 
yet 
not be so steep that the soil will be 
washed or gullied. The surface should 
be nearly level, so the w ater will not 
land in hollows. 
W here the natural 
: lope of the land does not provide 
utficient natural 
drainage, 
ditches 


I may be dug or a tile drain put in. 
This will prevent w aste water from 
J lie adjoining land from "washing o \c r 
I it. 
Such waiter m ay carry w’eeds ami 
grass seed into the garden, which are 


I at cr culled out with difficulty. 
How To Fertilize. 
The soil in the average back yard 
j s not only tacking in plant food, but 
I 
Iso has been packed until it is hard 
I md unyielding. 
To loosen up such 
oil and make it suitable for garden 
i in d u c e requires that careful a lle r ­ 
ion be given to its preparation. After 


I 
pp ding the inclosure thoroughly, the 
j upper th iee inches should be made 
I fine with the use cf hoe and rake. 
Stones and rubbish should be removed 
and clods of dirt broken. 
The sub­ 
race should be made even and as level 
as possible. 
It may then be marked 
eft' for planting in conformity with 
the general plan of the garden. 
Barnyard or stable manure is the 
best fertilizer because 
it 
furnishes 
both plant food and humus. 
An appli­ 
cation at the rate of from 20 to 20 
tons to the acre of well-rotted manure 
<s very satisfactory. 
This should be 
applied after plowing or working with 
a «pade, and distributed evenly over 
the surface, and later worked with 
a hoe and rake. 
On many soils it is 
advisable to apply 
commercial 
fer­ 
tilizer, especially phosphate, in addi­ 
tion to the manure. 
An application 
f 200 to 600 pounds of acid phosphate 
to the acre is usually sufficient, 
lf 
additional p°Rlsh is needed, which is 
often the case with sandy soils, this 
may be econom ically supplied in the 
form of wood ashes. 
If 
the 
wood 
ashes are unleached they should be 
distributed over the 
garden, 
using 
1,000 pounds to an acre.

BOTH MEN COME FROM TRANSYLVANIA 


Relations 
Between 
Rumania 
and 
Hungary Have Not Been Ami­ 
cable Since 
B e g in n in g 
of 
the 
War. 


Budapest, Hungary, 
Fob. 29.—R e­ 
cent developments between Rumania 
and the central powers 
have called 
attention to the fact that 
the nomi­ 
nation of twro Hungarian 
exiles to 
seats in the Rumanian parliament is 
looked upon in Hungary as a serious 
factor in the relations 
between the 
two countries. 
The two exiles are Octavian Goga 
and Pater Locacio, the latter still a 
member 
of 
the 
Hungarian 
parlia­ 
ment. Both come from Transylvania, 
the far eastern province of Hungary, 
whence they escaped across the bor­ 
der into Rumania at the beginning of 
the war. They have long been m em ­ 
bers of the Transylvania “irredent­ 
ists," w hose platform 
em braces the 
closer union 
of 
all 
the Rumanian 
peoples, 
including 
Rumania proper 
and the Rumanian 
portion 
of Hun­ 
gary. 
As soon as Goga and Locacio fled 
nto Rumania, they 
joined 
the Ru­ 
manian irredentist party, and have 
since been carrying 
on a vigorous 
agitation in Rumania, lecturing and 
writing on the great 
riches 
of the 
Transylvania 
fields 
and 
mountains 
and on the 
advantages 
which these 
would be to Rumania. 
Locacio is the greatest living Ru­ 
manian orator—“Silver Tongued Pa­ 
ter," they call him there, and he is 
a great popular idol in a large part 
of his newly adopted country. Should 
he be elected to the Rumanian par­ 
liament from Galatz he will be the 
unique possessor of seats in the par­ 
liaments of tw’o different countries, 
for he has never been formally oust­ 
ed from his seat in the Hungarian 
legislature, although he is not likely 
to return to claim it. H e has already 
experienced 
Hungarian 
persecution, 
having served a term of three years 
ror irredentist agitation. 
The other Transylvania exile, 
M. 
Goga, has long been known 
in Ru­ 
mania as a poet. After crossing into 
Rumania at the 
beginning 
of 
the 
war he joined the party of Jonescu 
and Fiiipeseu, and has taken promi­ 
nent part in the anti-Austrian agita­ 
tion ever since. 
Relations between 
Hilhgaria 
and 
Rumania have not been amicable at 
my time during the 
war, 
owing to 
he continual agitation 
of the pro- 
TRussian elem ents in Rumanian poli­ 
ties. Lately an added strain has come 
into these relations because Hie, Ru­ 
manian government declined to op­ 
pose the nominations 
of 
Goga and 
Locacio, although they were known 
to be Hungarian 
subjects, 
and 
in 
afrite of the fact that as foreign citi­ 
zens they 
can 
not 
legally become 
members of 
the 
Rumanian parlia­ 
ment, 
the 
Rumanian 
government 
held the view that they can not pre­ 
vent 
anybody 
from 
standing 
for 
election, and that all they had pow­ 
er to do was to oppose the validity 
of the election of such foreigners af­ 
ter it became an accomplished fact. 
Goga and Lacacio, however, say that 
if the 
Rumanian 
chamber 
should 
not sanction 
the 
validity of their 
election they will stand again until 
accepted by parliament. 
As a matter of fact, the two candi­ 
dates did not obtain an absolute m a­ 
jority in the fir^t election, far there 
were three candidates. But they did 
get the relative greatest number of 
votes, this entitling 
them 
to stand 
with the one who 
got 
the 
second 
larges number in a by-electior, which 
is to take place shortly. 
Should they be elected it will be 
necessary for the Rumanian chamber 
itself to decide whether 
their elec­ 
tion is valid. It is generally believed 
in Bucharest that a majority of the 
house will 
sanction 
their 
election, 
despite the fact 
that 
they are for­ 
eigners. 
They them selves state that it is 
only a sm all 
m atter 
whether they 
actually take their 
seats, 
as their 
main aim has been to stir up hostili­ 
ty to Austria-Hungary, and this they 
have already succeeded in doing.

London, F°b. 29.—Thousands of sol­ 


diers and sailors now fighting under 


ihe British flag will become farm ers 


after the war, if a plan adopted by a 


com m ittee appointed by the board of 


agriculture to study the problem of 


^ h a t to do with the ex-fighting men 


's carried out. 
It is hoped to get the 


schem e under way as soon as possi­ 


ble in order to provide employment 


and a home for disabled fighting men 


now returning from the front. 


The essence of the plan, is that the 


state should acquire a considerable 


area of agricultural land and should 


establish thereupon colonies of small 
holders. 
These small holders would 
be the tenants of the state, and they 
would be subject to a certain amount 
of state tutelage. 
It is proposed that 
there should be in each colony a resi­ 
dent director and instructor, and that 
there should be a central depot for the 
<alo of produce and for the purchase 
of farm ing requisites. 
Social am en­ 
ities are also to be provided for by 
the establishm ent of women's insti­ 
tutes for the settlers* wives.

Peking, Feb. 29.— By special com­

celled and no date is yet set for the 
president’s accession. 
Th$ reason as­ 
signed for the postponem ent 
is

nan, but the earnestness with which 
the entente powers advised delay is 
believed to have been a factor in the 
decision. 
While the postponem ent saves, Yuan 
Shi-kai from immediate international 
complications, it doess not improve his 
domestic problems.

revolutionists as an indication of his 
weakness iii that he yielded to pres­ 
sure from Japan and the other foreign 
powers.

Besides providing em ploym ent for 
the soldiers and sailors, the commit- 
ee points out the advantages of the 
Alan for the development of the agri­ 
culture of the country. 
“The demobilization of 
the

afford a unique opportunity of de­ 
veloping agriculture in this country,” 
says its report. 
“It is of the utmost 
m portance to the welfare of the na­ 
tion th at this opportunity should be 
■eized and turned to the greatest pos- 
uple advantage. 
The men who have 
joined the forces include representa­ 
tives of all the best elem ents of our 
oopulation, m any of them possess a 
high degree of enterprise an intelli­ 
gence, and if any substantial num ber 
’ar. be attracted to seek a career on 
he land at home, it will give a stim ­ 
i e s to the agriculture of the country.” 
It is proposed to have each colony 
consist of four-acre 
holdings, 
with 
Pigsty, toolhouse and portable fowl- 
house, huts for unm arried men, sales 
iepot and store, jam 
cream ery 
or 
cheese factory, central 
farm, 
state 
credit bank, recreation grounds and 
’lub room and village hall to provide 
a social center. 
The central farm, under a director, 
would be equipped with implements 
which could be hired by the settlers. 
Settlers could have prelim inary train­ 
ing at the central farm before taking 
up holdings. 
It is suggested th at the military 
huts scattered all over the country at 
fhe present time should be converted 
:nto cottages and farm buildings, and 
that army wagons and horses should 
be allotted to the farm colonies after 
the war. 
In outlining its plan the 
committee says it recognizes that of 
the total num ber of 
discharged 
sol­ 
ders, who under this scheme may be 
willing to become tenant farm ers of 
the state, a certain portion h a \e al­ 
ready lived and worked on the land. 
The others will naturally need some 
prelim inary training before the> are 
able to take over their own holdings. 
This training, in the opinion of the 
committee, will be best given by the 
tem porary employment of such men 
at a fair living wage on a central 
farm, under the control of a m anager 
appointed by the board of agriculture. 
These would be given in addition to 
their wages in cash, a cottage with a 
garden, and as soon as they showed 
promise of efficiency, a portion of the 
land near their cottage’s would be 
let to them.

m onths ago from forty to fifty steam ­ 
ers were lying in the Mersey at one 
time waiting for a chance to dock, to­ 
day this congestion has almost entire­ 
ly disappeared and what delay does 
occur is due to a shortage of labor 
rather than a lack of berthing accom­ 
modations. 
The chief reason for the 
falling away in the amount of tonnage 
‘oming into Liverpool is the heavy 
call the government has made on the 
British mercantile marine.

sho wtt at from January I to February 
4 of this year 267 vesseels aggregating 
703,030 tons were 
reported 
inwards 
as compared with 328 ships of 861.224 
tons for the corresponding period of 
last year, while 285 ships of 754,502 
tons cleared outward this 
year, 
as 
against 367 ships of 1,112,564 tons for 
last year for the same period. 
No reduction in freights appears in 
sight owing to the shortage of bot­ 
toms. 
The government is exercising 
its control of shipping by forcing the 
steam ers todevote themselves mainly 
to foodstuffs.

Little 
Is Known of M ilitary Opera­ 
tions On Frontier. 


Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 29.— Egypt is still 


very much in the dark as to what is 
going on along its frontier. 
Rumors 
of the rn ast sensational kinds are cir­ 
culated, but there can be no doubt 
that the m ilitary authorities are run­ 
ning no risks as far as the defense 
of -the canal is concerned. 
The canal zone was long ago made 
a restricted area in the most restrict­ 
ed m ilitary sense. 
Any person desir­ 
ing to travel by railw ay to any sta­ 
tion within the canal zone is required 
to obtain a special permit, which is 
only obtained after searching inquir­ 
ies on the part of the m ilitary offi­ 
cials. 
The permit 
may 
be 
cither 
temporary— for one trip only—or peij 
manent— for such as require to pay 
frequent visits to Port Said or Suez 
for business reasons. 
Any permit is 
^evocable on the instant at the w ill 
of the officials. 
In the Case of foreigners, applica- 
| tion must first be made to the proper 
J consular authority, which is then for- 
! warded to the public security depart- 
j ment for investigation. 
Before re- 
j turning from any place in the canal 
I zone, tho traveler must obtain a re­ 
turn permit, properly stamped by the 
governor of Port Said or Suez or the 
mamur of Ismalia. 
Sim ilar restric­ 
tions apply to persons residing with­ 
in I he canal zone and desirous of trav­ 
eling to any station outside of it. 
In many ways the canal 
zone 
is 
ideal for defensive purposes. 
The 
railw ay runs along the west bank oi 
the canal from Port Said for sixty or 
seventy miles. There has been intense 
activity throughout the entire canal 
belt throughout the winter.

Law',”

lows: 
“Finally, Mr. Root is specially en­ 
titled to our profound gratitude. 
As 
statesm an and publicist, having ever 
at heart the promotion of peace and 
harm ony among the states of the new 
world. 
The em inent jurisconsult has 
not hesitated to attach himself to our 
cause. * * * The 
authority 
of 
his 
great name is for us the surest guaran­ 
ty of success.” 
I have before me a circular issued 
by John A. Stew art, ^chairman of the 
peace centenary committee of 1914-15

SENATOR REED TO DEMOCRATIC 
EDITORS. 


At the recent m eeting of the Dem­ 
ocratic Press 
Association 
of 
Mis­ 
souri, Senator Jam es A. Reed 
wTas 
prevented 
from 
attending 
by 
the 
press of official business in W ashing­ 
ton. 
However, 
he 
sent a personal 
com m unication 
to 
the 
association 
that should be read by every citizen 
in the state, and for that reason it is 
given in full 
in 
this 
issue of the 
Democrat. 
Senator Reed w'rote: 
I had promised myself the pleas­ 
ure of m eeting with the dem ocratic 
editors of Missouri on the 25th, 
but 
the press of legislative and com m it­ 
tee work has become so great that I 
can not leave here without neglect of 
duty. I know th a t under the circum ­ 
stances you will be so generous as 
to pardon my absence. 
I believe the 
gathering 
of demo­ 
cratic editors 
of 
Missouri at this 
tim e is highly 
im portant, 
aud 
am 
confident that good will result from 
1he interchange of opinion which al­ 
ways takes place at such gatherings. 
At no time within my recollection 
has it been so 
im portant 
that the 
press, especially the country press, 
should m aintain an unusual activity. 
More questions of 
vital 
interest to 
the nation are now' pressing for stt- 
tlenient than at any period since the 
great Civil w'ar. 
However patriotic the great body 
of A m erican people may be, we must 
not overlook the fact that many men, 
impelled by selfish or partisan rea­ 
sons, do not hesitate to m isrepresent 
conditions, hoping 
thereby 
to gain 
personal or party advantage. Regret- 
able as these facts are, they never­ 
theless exist. 
It 
becomes therefore 
doubly im portant that th a t portion of 
our country press which has always 
been controlled by patriotic motives 
and which is untram m eled by selfish 
o r financial alignm ent, should speak 
the truth to 
the 
American people. 
May I trench upon your time to give 
a few illustrations? 
F or eighteen 
m onths our govern­ 
m ent has been confronted by diplo­ 
m atic controversies 
of 
the gravest 
character. 
The 
principal nations of 
E u rop e anil Asia 
are 
engaged in a 
w a r which each 
nation 
regards as 
involving its very 
existence. 
They 
s£e their frontiers invaded or th reat­ 
ened 
w ith 
invasion; 
their 
cities 
bf im barded from the ocean and the 
a ir; their trad e 
and 
com m erce de­ 
stroyed; the horrors of wuir visited 
upon non-com batants. Each has giv­ 
en not only her youth, but her m id­ 
dle-aged and old men as participants 
in the frightful carnage. In m any in­ 
sta n c e s the women 
have 
stood by 
th e men on the field of battle. 
T hese 
unprecedented 
conditions 
have produced in all of the belliger­ 
ent nations th a t desperation 
which 
is calculated to bring about n disre­ 
gard of all law s of w arfare and an 
infringem ent upon the righto of all 
neutrals. 
It 
has 
accordingly come 
ab ou t th at 
th ere 
have 
been many 
grievous violations 
of international 
law, and th at the rights of this re­ 
public have 
been 
sorely 
offended 
against. O ther neutrals have weakly 


w ere engaged in the great European 
battles. 
But they were, as I have said, de­ 
nounced, especially by Roosevelt, on 
the 
ground 
th at 
they 
“w'ere 
not 
standing by the government of their 
adoption.” It was asserted by both 
Roosevelt and Root th at it was “the 
duty of 
all 
American 
citizens 
to 
stand by the governm ent and m ain­ 
tain an attitude of loyalty here and 
neutrality abroad.” 
Yet we find these tw'o gentlemen 
speaking 
from 
th a t 
em inence 
to 
which the American people have ad­ 
vanced them now engaged in an ef­ 
fort to destroy 
the 
effect 
of our 
peaceful negotiations; to nullify all 
the efforts the president ha:? m ade 
to m aintain neutrality; to shake the 
confidence of the American people in 
our 
governm ent 
by 
advocating a 
policy w’hich if pursued would plunge 
this nation into the w ar vortex. 
Bearing in mind th at every consid­ 
eration dem ands 
th at 
our country 
shall 
rem ain 
at 
peace 
with 
the 
world, not only th at we m ay he free 
from the 
frightful 
expenditure 
of 
blood and treasu re incident to a p ar­ 
ticipation in the w'orld conflict, but 
if possible for 
the 
higher reasons 
th at during the progress of the con­ 
flict we may in some degree am elior­ 
ate its hardships and atrocities, and 
also help to hasten its end by a ten­ 
der of our kindly offices, and bearing 
in mind that the president has with 
the utm ost 
fidelity 
endeavored 
to 
produce these desirable results, and 
at the sam e time to preserve the in­ 
tegrity of international law’ and the 
dignity of our republic, let us for a 
moment turn to the fulm inations of 
the gentlemen just referred to. 
Almost coincident with 
the first 
European declaration of war, Roose­ 
velt began denouncing 
our govern­ 
m ental policy. 
He has collated and 
brought dow'n to date 
his 
magazine 
articles in a book just hot from the 
press, entitled, “Fear God and Take 
Your Own P art.” The ideas of the 
author are expressed in a sort of re­ 
fined billingsgate, that is to say, in 
Roosevelt’s characteristic style. 
He 
denounces our 
governm ent 
for not 
having invaded Mexico. But cur fail­ 
ure to intervene 
in 
the European 
conflict is the special occasion of his 
anim adversion. He declares, 
“Peace 
is not a question of nam es, it is a 
question of facts.” He argues w'e are 
already at war, although we do not 
adm it it. He declares that great num ­ 
bers of our citizens have been killed 
by Mexicans, G erm ans and Austrians. 
He asserts that em issaries of foreign 
governments have been 
busy 
with 
the torch and the bomb on our own 
soil. He refers to our foreign policy 
as possessed of the 
“abject quality 
of Mr. W ilson’s tam eness." He ex­ 
claim s: 
“It is almost a year since the time 
we notified Germany th at in case any 
of our citizens were killed we would 
hold her to strict accountability; and 
during these 
eleven 
m onths 
more 
t^ian 2,000 people have been killed by 
German 
and 
A ustrian 
submarines. 
The campaign against them (our peo­ 
ple) has been a campaign of sheer 
m urder on a vaster scale 
than any 
indulged in by any 
of the old-time 


som ething else. 
The only thm g re 
m aining is wrar. 
If 
this 
statesm an 
could have his w’ay, 
if 
his policies 
had been followed, then our country 
would 
long 
ago 
have 
intervened 
against Germany. We w’ould already 
have mobilized millions of men W e 
w'ould have required of every home 
in the land the toll of its first born. 
Their blood w ould be upon the lintels 
of thousands 
of 
American 
homes. 
H undreds of thousands of American 
m others would 
have 
been wearing 
the sable insignia of their bereave­ 
ment. W e w’ould he issuing now calls 
for volunteers. W e w’ould be consid­ 
ering the question of the draft. 
We 
would be issuing billions of dollars 
of 
bonds. 
Our 
peaceful 
factories 
would be engaged in producing grape 
and shrapnel. 
A song of happiness 
upon the lips of millions 
would 
be 
transform ed into a dirge of sorrow, 
or a snarl of ferocity and hate. 
Thank 
God, 
we 
have 
escaped 
Roosevelt, and yet he appears to be 
the chief spokesm an of the political 
m anagers of the republican party. 
Roosevelt’s 
attitude, 
however, 
need occasion no surprise. 
A charac­ 
ter in the Mikado was born sneering. 
Roosevelt w’as surely born snarling. 
Apparently he has always wanted to 
fight something. 
His instinct is to 
tear and rend. God Almighty gener­ 
ally know's the kind of face to hang 
on a man. Roosevelt’s countenance 
is the equivalent 
of 
a 
breach of 
peace. 
W hen we come to 
B rother Root, 
however, the transform ation is trag ­ 
ic. Two short years ago he was the 
international apostle of peace. 
Have you forgotten th at Iw'o short 
years ago the favorite American hob­ 
by answ ered to the euphonious nam e 
of peace-at-any-price, 
and 
that so 
many tried to ride at one time the 
animal w’as 
swray-backed 
before it 
w’as a w’eek old? 
Have you forgotten the appearance 
of the poor old selling plater as he 
came dowrn the stretch heavily han­ 
dicapped by the w'eight of Root, rid­ 
ing whip and spur to win the forty 
thousand dollars Nobel peace prize? 
Likewise, you will recall the pathetic 
shade of disappointm ent 
that over­ 
cast the 
sensitive 
countenance 
of 
Dr. Bartholdt as Root took down the 
cash. 
In those good old 
days 
w’e 
were 
taught th a t we should 
make 
peace 
treaties to arbitrate everything with 
nations that never will arbitrate any 
vital thing unless they can whip us. 
It was declared th at the millennium 
had arrived. 
The enthusiasts waved 
w’hite flags and built dove-cotes. 
The 
m ajestice 
m easures 
of 
“Peace 
on 
Earth, Good Will to Men” and the 
raucous notes of “I Didn’t Raise My 
Boy to Be a Soldier” in harm ony m in­ 
gled, 
reverberated 
from sea to sea. 
Elihu sang tenor in both choirs. 
In 
W ashington 
stands 
Carnegie’s 
m arble palace, dedicated to universal 
peace—Elihu 
Root, 
director, 
guide, 
counsellor and chief philosopher. 
Its 
principal business for years has been 
to teach the doctrine of “W ar shall be 
no more.” 
It has argued that all in­ 
ternational difficulties can be settled 
by peaceable means, by the establish­ 
m ent of courts of international jus- 


were advocates of the plan for the 
creation of “An International Court.” 
Mr. Root as far back as 1908 before 
the American Society of International 
Law’ declared that “The degrees of 
circuit court could be enforced by an 
enlightened public opinion.” 
On December IO, 1913* 
the 
Nobel 
Peace Prize was awarded to Senator 
Elihu Root, because he had during the 
year 1912 contributed more than any 
other man on earth toward the estab­ 
lishment of universal peace. 
Always with Mr. Root is was “Peace 
by A rbitration.” 
W ith all this I do 
not complain. 
It is to the credit of 
his heart, if not to his head, but what 
a fall has there been “Oh! My Coun­ 
trym en.” 
Truly the distinguished senator from 
New York can say with old Horace: 
“I am not w hat I once w'as.” 
His has 
been not merely the change of evolu­ 
tion, but of tempestuous revolution. 
The cowled monk has suddenly cast 
off his som bre robes to don the glit­ 
tering arm or of a knight. 
The hand 
that once did reverently hold a cruci­ 
fix now grasps the hilt of a blood- 
dripping sword. 
The mumbled pray­ 
ers are changed to bloody oaths, and 
lips th at once proclaimed the beauties 
of sweet peace shout “Onward” and 
“Let loose the dogs of w’a r!” 
The perform ance of ail the light­ 
ning change artists of the mimic stage 
are slow’ and tardy scenes compared 
with the transform ation of this great 
statesm an. 
Behold how the man who 
three short years ago, with a more 
than Germanic efficiency and prepar­ 
edness, ran the steam roller over the 
squirming body of Theodore Roose­ 
velt, now assails the president because 
he has declined to accept as a national 
policy the victim of that same Roose­ 
velt, and declare 
w ar 
against 
all 
“kindreds, nations and peoples.” 
Let us see: 
On 
February 
16th last Mr. Root 
made a speech. 
It contained all the 
elem ents of m urder in the first de­ 
gree, “wilfulness, deliberation, premed­ 
itation and malice aforethought.” 
He 
declared that it is vital to the nation’s 
welfare that W ilson be turned out of 
office and gives his reasons therefor. 
He condemned our Mexican policy. 
If 
his words m ean anything, they are a 
demand that we shall mass our armies 
upon the Mexican border and invade 
that country. 
He inveighs against our European 
policy for (I quote his wrords), First, 
“The lack of foresight to make timely 
provision for backing up American di­ 
plomacy by actual or assured military 
or naval forces.” 
Second, “The for­ 
feiture of the world’s respect for our 
assertion of rights by pursuing the 
policy of m aking threats and failing 
to m ake them good.” 
Then follows 
his specifications of what we should 
have done. 
“Sw itzerland and Holland 
mobilized upon their 
frontiers 
and 
preserved 
their 
rights,*' 
sa>'s Mr> 
Root. 
He asserts th at wTe had fair no­ 
tice of the desperate attitude of the 
belligerents. 
His argument is that we 
should have at once created a great 
arm y and navy. 
He 
castigates 
our 
governm ent for having only engaged 
in a w arfare of words. 
He declares 
th at “our frail words have brought no 
pirates of the Indian 
ocean 
or the tice and by promoting disarm am ent, results.” 
He draws this conclusion- I 
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“Our diplomacy has lost its authority 


and influence because wre have been 


brave of words and irresolute of ac­ 
tion.” He adds, “American democracy 
stands for something more than beef 
and cotton and corn.” 
He declares 
that “our people are brave and strong” 
and that “it is our duty to preserve the 
law as established among nations.” 
He asserts with great em phasis that 
“W e should not have been indifferent 
to the invasion of Belgium by Ger­ 
many;*’ that “the law which was vio­ 
lated in the invasion of Belgium by 
Germany w'as our law ” ; that our in­ 
terest in m aintaining it was a sub­ 
stantial, valuable and perm anent in­ 
terest; as real as the interest of the 
citizen in the enforcem ent 
of 
law's 
against assault, robbery 
and 
arson. 
He affirm s th at the invasion of Bel­ 
gium was a breach of our contract 
with Germany and other nations, and 
that “we had a national right to be 
heard.” And that “to fail to insist up­ 
on our rights is to consent to the ab­ 
rogation of the laws of nations,” and 
“to give A m erica’s consent 
to 
the 
abandonm ent of the mission of dem­ 
ocracy.** 
He grow’s furious over the 
fact th at our governm ent in its diplo­ 
matic correspondence with Germany 
referred to G erm any’s historic position 
as being “hum ane and enlightened.” 
If one-tenth of w hat this em inent 
statesm an says it true, then it w'as 
the duty of this governm ent not to 
have merely protested by words, hut 
by acts, by war, if necessary. 
Yet he 
does 
not 
in 
term s advocate war. 
Seemingly he dem ands a multiplica­ 
tion of words, and yet he complains 
that we have in the past employed too 
many w'ords, and in caustic criticism 
of this policy declared “no man should 
draw’ a pistol who dares not shoot.” 
Mr. Root’s speech admits of but one 
conclusion, namely: 
“T hat our gov­ 
ernm ent is to be criticised because it 
did not immediately create a great 
army and a mighty navy, because it 
did not protest against the invasion 
of Belgium, because it did not follow 
that protest and its protest against 
G erm any’s subm arine activities by ac­ 
tual w'ar. 
T hat therefore the demo­ 
cratic party should be turned out of 
office . Democrats are ready to accept 
the gauge of battle thus laid dowrn. 
It is well enough, however, in ex­ 
posing the hypocrisy 
and 
cant 
of 
Root’s attack, to call attention to the 
fact th at he was a member of the 
United States senate until March 3, 
1915; and that he never offered a res­ 
olution to carry out any of his bellig­ 
erent policies. 
It is further proper to 
say that no republican senator or rep­ 
resentative has dared to put pen to 
paper for the purpose of writing a 
declaration of w ar against Germany 
or any European country. 
Nay, not 
one of them dares even advocate a 
declaration of w ar against Mexico. 
The spectacle of Root and Roosevelt 
standing upon a 
common 
platform, 
with 
Root, 
“the disciple of peace,” 
engaged 
in 
hurling Roosevelt’s war- 
shafts at the devoted bosom of the 
president 
of 
the 
United States is 
enough to provoke the 
laughter 
of 
gods and the? contempt of men. 
It may be safely said that the issue 
is now framed for the next election. It 
is this: 
“Shall Woodrow Wilson be 
condemned because he has preserved 
the national peace and the national 
honor?” 
Upon that issue democracy 
will sw’eep this country from Maine to 
California.

tion as well as for interest and other 
charges, a large loan will necessarily 
have to be floated soon. 
Very little has been heard lately of 
the “excess profit” tax, but it is boing 
hinted in certain quarters that the re­ 
sults will be stupendous and the fig­ 
ures greatly in excess of the thirty to 
forty 
millions 
sterling 
which 
was 
talked of some time ago as likely to 
be netted by the government. 
Next 
year the figures will he still larger 
and some people are already giving 
an estim ate as high as one hundred to 
tw*o hundred million sterling, basing 
their figures on first hand knowiedge 
of the prosperity of certain industries 
in various parts of great Britain, and 
the publication of balance sheets in 
industrial concerns which show* that 
profits have recently 
been 
doubled. 
These estim ates may be som ew hat op­ 
timistic, but the forms now being got 
out are expected to reveal a larger 
source of income for w ar purposes 
than was generally anticipated.
